He pointed out 
that since NTMWD is a state 
agency, he could not receive 
pay from both jobs even 


though the council salary is 
usually considered as an 
expense allowance. He also 
noted that NTMWD has a 
policy excluding employees 
from serving in any elected 
public office and that the city 
has many dealings with the 
d istrict. NTMWD is the 
c ity ’s 
so u rce 
of 
w ate r, 
operates the local treatm ent 
plant and deals with other 
area cities 
in

capacity. 
His an n o u n cem en t w as 
m a d e

He 
said his resignation would be 
effectiv e 
“ at

The council, including 
Waddell, then adjourned into 
executive session to discuss

mably a replacement for 
Waddell. 
A ccording 
to th e city 
charter, the council has IO 
days to appoint Waddell’s 
su ccesso r. The appointee 
will then serve until the next 
re g u la r council 
election 
(April 5) when the unexpired 
term as well as Places I, 3 
and 5 will be contested. 
Waddell was elected to the 
council in the April 6 general 


election 
by 
a 
740-vote 
margin. He received 1,166 
votes to incumbent Bonnie 
Je a n e ’s 426 votes. 
When past vacancies have 
occurred, the council has 
traditionally appointed the 
person coming in second; 
but it is doubtful that the 
council will follow precedent 
in this case. Three of the

Financial advisor Frank 
Medanich told the com­ 
missioners that if the bonds 
were sold at today’s interest 
rates, they’d carry a rate of 
between 6Ms percent to 
percent, which would mean 
that debt service would run 
approximately $550,000 a 
year for the 30-year life of 
the bonds. 
Before the bond proposal 
was approved to be placed 
on the Nov. General Election 
ballot, commissioners of­ 
ficially approved a five-cent 
hike in county taxes, with 
Jenkins voting against the 
increase from $1.25 to $1.30 
per $100 valuation. 
“ We’ve got $8 million in 
additional valuation, and in 
view of the economic times 
these days, I think we can 
get by without that nickle 
raise,” 
he 
commented. 
The commissioners also

Q. “ Where will it be located?” 


A. The Comanche Peak Nuclear 
Generating Station will be built on a site 
about five miles north of Glen Rose in 
Somervell County. 


Q. “ Will some other companies be 
getting power from the plant?" 


A. Yes. The plant will be jointly owned 
and utilized by Texas Power & Light, Dallas 
Power & Light and Texas Electric Service. 


Q. “ How much land area will be 
involved?” 


A. Approximately 8,500 acres. This will 
include a 3,200-acre lake adjoining the 
plant which will provide cooling water for 
the plant. 


Q. “ Have you started construction?" 


A. No. The planning phase was begun in 
1972 and is still in progress. Construction 
of the plant is expected to begin during 
1975. 


Q. “ When will TP&L customers start 
getting electric power from the plant?” 


A. The first of two 1,150,000-kilowatt 


units is scheduled to go into operation in 
1980 and the second in 1982.

“ Why is a nuclear plant necessary?” 


Rising costs and a shortage of future 
supplies of natural gas and oil compel a 
change to more economical and readily 
available fuels for generating plants. 
Within the next five years, TP&L will reduce 
its dependency on gas and oil with plants 
designed and constructed to burn lignite 
coal While it is anticipated that lignite will 
continue to be an important fuel well 
beyond the year 2000, the long-range 
solution to fuel problems appears to lie in 
nuclear generating plants 


Q. “ How safe will the plant be?” 


A. The planning, construction and 
operation of the Comanche Peak plant is 
subject to close examination and rigid 
regulation by the Atomic Energy 
Commission and other federal and state 
agencies. Devices and procedures in the 
plant will guard against every conceivable 
possibility which might endanger plant 
employees or the general public. Today, 
there are 50 nuclear generating units in the 
United States and there has never been a 
nuclear-related injury to a commercial 
nuclear power plant worker or member of 
the public.

DEAR POLLY — Most of us change purses frequently and 
that is not easy. There are so many things carried in an aver­ 
age w om an’s purse. I put all the essential things that alw ays 
go in my purse in a clear plastic bag. When anything is 
needed I just lift out the bag and find the item without a lot of 
searching.

The recent decision 
to 
slaughter calves by a large 
beef producer prompts me to 
speak. 
If memory and a few texts 
serve me well, almost 92 
percent of all beef produced 
for market in this country 
are produced in feedlots in 
fourteen 
states. 
The 
majority of these feedlots 
are 
corporations 
with 
owners in 
absentia. 
The 
owners are not farmers and 
do not depend on the feedlots 
as a 
primary 
means of 
support. They are, in many 
cases, tax shelters and 
write-offs for larger cor­ 
porations or concerns. 
My point is this: feedlot 


operators 
are 
business 
ventures just like any other 
business venture. They are 
no more to be sympathized 
with than a local sporting 
goods, hardware, clothing, 
or any other kind of store or 
business. If the product is 
good and price bad, the store 
will cease to exist. If the 
product is good and service 
bad, the store will cease to 
exist. 
It 
seems like the 
feedlot operators want a 
guaranteed profit. What 
business wouldn’t? 
Feedlot operators raked 
some of the cream off the 
farmers 
milk when 
they 
started production on a 
massive scale. 
They 
cut 
prices and eventually forced 
the farmer to become an 
unbalanced operation. 
He 
could no longer afford to run 
meat crops along with his 
grain 
and 
row 
crops. 
Specilization 
agriculture 
began. 
Now, faced with higher 
grain prices and lower beef 
prices, feedlot operators are 
crying the blues. For many 
years they have enjoyed rich 
rewards. I, for one, am not 
sympathetic with them or 
their cause. 
Honest 
ranchers 
and 
balanced agriculturists have 
good reason to be mad. They 
have been regulated and de­ 
regulated; they have been 
praised and crucified; they 
have been exploited and in 
some cases robbed of profits 
that should have been theirs. 
I am sympathetic with them. 
There is nothing wrong 
with grass fed beef. There is 
nothing 
wrong 
with 
upgraded beef. I don't recall 
that a government inspector 
ever brought his grading

stamp to our farm. There 
was a time when I was 
younger, that I wondered 
what that purple ink was 
doing on the meat in the 
market. 
I challenge anyone to 
PTR- 'lf - 
better than 
good 
qe^f, 
nutritionally. 
In fact, the 
state of this country’s teeth 
and jaw muscles being what 
it is, we might be better off 
chewing a little longer on 
grass fed beef and a little 
less on the fat. 
All packing and slaughter 
houses have to meet certain 
standards of sanitation to 
stay 
in 
business; 
so 
cleanliness 
is 
not 
the 
problem. 
If you are concerned v/ith 
the 
food 
problem, 
try 
growing some of your own 
vegetables. If you are like 
most folks around here, the 
land your house is built on 
was a producing farmer’s 
field not very long ago. 
Development of residential 
areas 
took 
away 
from 
available land to produce- 
and your food bill went up. 
So put some of that land back 
into production. You don’t 
have to use chemically 
produced fertilizers or in­ 
secticides either. That will 
also help lower the food bill. 
I guess I am just tired of 
listening to all the “ belly- 
achin’” about food 
when
